THE BRITISH CONCENTRATING TO 
ATTACK HIM. 


The Nubians R fuse to Fight the False Prophet's 
Men-— Fears of a Massacre of BE :ropeans in Sua- 
kim-— General Gordon's Influence Weak- 
ening — Other Foreign News. 


Loxpox, February 25.—Genera! Gordon 
has published a manifesto in Khamoum, 
in which he informs the insurgents that 
the sultan, the commander of the 
faithful, intends to dispatch a great army to 
conquertheir country. General Gorlon ex- 
horts tiem to accept ais offers of peace, in or 
der to preserve themselves from Turkish in- 
vasion. General Graham, commander ci the 
Tokar expedition, has telegraphed to General 
Stephenson an urgent request for reinforce. 
ments of artillery, as he is armed oaly with 
Camel guns egainst Osman , Diema’s artillery, 
which is now served by gunners from Tokar. 
News of the gurrender of Tokar 


was spread throughout the Soudan as 
an Esuitsh defeat. The rebels are negotiating 
with Kassola and other garrisons to induces 
them to join El Mahdi. The government 
have ordered Admiral Hewitt to send Com- 
manter Wolfto King John, of Abyssania, 
with instructions to offcr to surrender part of 
the dis'rict of Sankeet, whicbis pars of the 
territory taken from Abyssasia by General 
Gordon, on condition that the Abvyssinians 
march to lib@rate the Egyptian garrisons. in 
southern Soudan. The king demands an in- 
terview with Admiral Hewitt, aod the con- 
cession «6 Of Mussowah, withons failing 
to negotiate. A .Khartcum dispatch 
says the éellects ot 
Gonion's proclamation ure failing. Itis re- 
ported that Et Mahdi, with the main hody of 
his army, basteft Bara, and is taarching @a 
Khartoum, via Dauem. General Gordeu asked 
tre khedive to issue a decree, contifming the 
independence of Soudan. The porte has 
warued the khedive to maintain the integrity 
of the Soudan, and to give no recygni 
tion whatever to Kl M shai. 
The khredive’s dilemma has given 
rise to fresh rumors of his abdication. The 
D plopsatisque Memorial, of Paris, esseris 
that the agents of the khediveare preparing 
a hotel there for himseif and family, Gen- 
eral Scephesson has sent a telegram to Lon- 
don te-day strongly urging that an advance 
be made from frinkitat. The marquis of 
H«rtington, secretary of state for war, in 
repiy, ordered an immediate advance. He 
alga asked that tne Europeans killed at Te» 
be buried in a fitting manner.

Trinkitat. At the last moment, however, 
they refused to preceed, saying their bullets 
would nut penetrate the shields of the rebels, 
and asking why they were recuired siace 
Fritish troups had been sent.

The latest reports says that Gordon 
having become convinced o7 tne danger of 
attempting to hold Khartoun), ou accoun: of 
the rebellious spirit shown by a number of 
sheiks whosys warmly received bim on bis 
entrance into Khartoum, bas determined 
on evacuating the place at once. He 
destroyed all the military sioresy and 
spiked all the guns which would 
be liable to encumber a retreat from the 
town, so as to prevent tnmem from falling inte 
the bands of Ei Mahdi, who is reported x 
making a forced march upon Kihartoun. He 
sent Coionel Colttogar to Beroer, with 2 006 
of the garrison of Khartoun. Jt is repurird 
ihat the Biskareen Arabs to. the suuth ef 
K hartoun, have revolted and areawaiting the 
Mahdi to join his forces. Wabmoundali 
wiio has heretofore protested bis loyalty to 
the British cansein Kgypt, ne gone over 
the rebels with his trive. 

All soldiers who were returning to England 
on the troop ship Juma have -volunteeree 
their services as poth those whose time lad 
already expired, and others. They have beer 
accepted as # most welcome addition to Gen- 
erai Grabam’s forces. As they are veterans, 
they will give steadiness and an iucrease 
of contidence tothe younger seidiers. Great 
uneasiness is felt here at the report that the 
powerful Besbaren Arabs have revolted. 
Liey occupy the territory between K xartoum 
and Wady Halfa, and eastward as far zs 
Berber. Lf this is true, Gordon with Kar. 
toum and the other gerrisous is out ot]. Tae 
Mahdi’s emissaries are busy throughout the 
whoie of Egypt. They gofrom viilage to 
village bearing the simple message: ‘‘[ am 
coming be ready.” This passes on from 
mouth to mouth, and the situation is becon: 
iag serious. 

THE BLACK TROOPa’ MUTINY.

Admirai Hewitt wiil tuerefore 
retain a number of murines at Suxkim and 
the black trogps will be sent to Cyiro forth- 
with, Spies report great rejoicing in the 
camp of Osman Digma at the fall of Tokar. 
Another retagee from Tokar has arrived. He 
left Tokar Thursday. He says a majority of 
the gerrison wished to surrender, but two 
hundred insisted upun contoding resistance. 
lt is uncertain, therefore, whether te sur- 
render has actually been made, but it is 
strongly believed that the majurity prevaited 
and upat Tokar is nowin the hands of the 
rebels.

AN ANGRY STATESMAN, 


CONKLING DECLARES THE REPUB- 
L'CAN PARTY TO BEA FRAUD. ~ 


And Announces His Conviction That the Democrats 
Will Biect the Next President—A Touch on 
the Late Electoral Commission Hayes 
es a Praud—Republican Blunders. 


Rev. John Snider relates, in the Globe- 
Democrat, the following spicy talk with Ros- 
coe Conkiing in the New York club rooms: I 
said, upon being presented: “I am glad to 
know you, sir, although I have been one of 
your most earnest political opponents; en 
anti-stalwart of the most pronounced type.” 
I said this because I wanted to see the “quills 
upon the fretful porcupine at once.” I wag 
not disappointed The ex-senator turned his 
eyes upon me with a look of pity not unmin 
gled with disdain and said, with marked cour- 
tesy, but with a tinge of the dictatorial in his 
tone: *‘May lL ask, sir, what you mean by an 


-anti-stalwart?’’ 


“Certainly, sir; the strongest symptoms o 
anti-stalwartism in my case were found to be 
opposition to the third term, and what is 
generally known as bossism.”’ 

“The old cry. Did you ever think, sir, that 
ycu-can't Co the simplest piece of work, of 
any shape or fashion, without having a con- 
trolling head, who may or may not be 
caiied the ‘boss,’ but who will be ‘buss’ in 
reality? Dv you want a political party to 
be anything but a flock of sheep with the 
bellweather about? 1am sick of this misera- 
bie stuil about ‘busses,’ coming from men all 
over ihe country who never did a day’s 
poittical work in their lives. (1 don’t intend 
my remarks to be personal, sir.) Butnow 
the republican party bes gotten rid of its 
‘boss.’ Kvery men who was a head taller 
than his fellows has been killed off. It isan 
army that has shot ifs own leaders in the face 
ofthe enemy. Now, I hope the cranksare 
sati:fied. And what is theresu!t? You have 
lost the lower house of congress, and that is 
only the beginning of your losses. Of course 
I have no present interest in the contest, be- 
cause [am out of the wholething. Llama 
republican and expect to remain one, but l 
have no sympathy with this method of fight- 
ing in a headless army.”

Daring my 
answer | said sOmething like this: ‘Surely, 
Mr. Conkling, that party can boast of great or 
ganic strength which, after defeatiug in na- 
tional couvention its three most astute politi 
cal leaders, Senators Logan, Cameron, and 
yourself, upon a question of national policy 
sO vital tuat you gentiemen feared that the 
defeat of Grant meant the probable

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CENTENNIAL METHODISM. 


Iho Meuner te Which the Methodist Epltecepal 
Onurch South Propose te Oviebrate It. 

This year 1854. isa great and notable one in the 
anoals of American Methodism. It will witness the 
celebration of the one hundredth anniversary of 
the Methodist Episcopal church on this continent, 
aud iscertain to prove a yearof unusual activity 
and profound interest throughout the wide extend: 
ed borders of that powerful denomination of Chris. 
tians, The grand historic facts relating to the be- 
nificent character and wonderful achievements of 
Christianity through the organized plans and the 
doctrines of Methodism during its pathway through 
this century of its existence in Amer- 
ica, are truly phenomenal, as  acknowl- 
edged by the world’s leading minds, 
and is one of the grandest problems of the sges 
With more communicants than any other religious 
body in America, it is a matter of iaterest to briefly 
review some of the facts of general interest con- 
nected with the history of the Methodist church. - 
Beginning in obscurity ani feebiessness, jit has 
achieved for itself everywhere a most wonderful 
suce si. This great religious movement has, imme- 
diately or remotely, so given an impulse to Christ- 
ian feeling and profession, on all sides, that it has 
come to preseatitself as tho starting point of our 
moderna religious history. 

In 1784, the year when the Methodist ehurch was 
orgavized in Baltimore, when Coke and Asbury 
were acknowledged and set apart as super- 
intendenis, or bishops, there were only 14958 
members, 83 preachers, 64 church buildings, no 
mi:sionaries, and vo isstituiion of learcing within 
tne vounds of thedeuominatiov. But from that 
time until the presentthe grow:h of Methodism 
has been almos: iucalcuiable. This result was 
acnieved by men who can well be denominated 
heroesin the lofiiest sense of the word. Accept 
ing the motto of Joon Wesley—iheir C4uurca’s 
founder— ‘ibe World is my Parish,’’ these men of 
God traversed every state aud territory of our great 
country, preaching the gospel with power and 
iu Gemunsiration of the Spirit—building up the 
eaureh. ‘Their entire tiugleness of purpose in 
spreading the gospel has been their prom 
inent charscieristic, and to-day American Meibheod. 
ism numbers within ber various branches 3,993 
724 members; 25839 traveling preachers, aud 
34 7/4 local preaches; 32 000 church ew ifiees valued 
at $100 000 000; 253 iusti‘uiious of learning, embrac- 
ing uviversities, Colleges, seminaries and hign 
schools; in 1882 bad 433 misionsries in foreiznu 
ficids sent from America, besides 1 905, native hei- 
pers; and during tha’? year contributed forthe 
eause of foreigu missions the sum of $5 1 447 44 

The M. E. church, south, has preparea to joia in 
the celebration of *'the centenniai anniversary of 
the orgauization of the Methodist Episcopal chureh 
in merica,’’ which will oeeurin Baltimore on De- 
Cember 27(h, and proposes to commemorate the 
great event ihr ughout its estire bounds with suit- 
able servicesand by raising funds for educationai 
purposes, church extension aud missions—‘hree 
noble ob) c's to which the liberality of the church 
wiliGerimiuly respond. Two millions of dollars is 
the amvun proposed to be raised for these objects, 
aud that this purpose can be accomplished there 
shou'd b> nu doubt: it wiil ceriaiuly not exhaust 
ihe treasury ef th xatropg church with its nearly 
nine | dred thousand mombers, . 

It nf&y be inieresting toour readers to recount 
Whiai American Methodism has hitherto aecom- 
plished vu her centenary occasions, We first rever- 
tou the centennial of |8°9 As the first Methodist 
society was formed iu London in the month of No- 
vember, 1759, 39 1839 »ecame? properly theone hunt 
dredth yearof Methodism. It was accordiugly 
cel brated in Europe and America. During that 
cen'enary year, with a membership of 749,216 
members, inci:uding colored mem bersand Indiwns, 
the Me’hodis: courch in America raised $600,000 for 
missions, educational purposes, and for the support 
of the worn-out preachers, andthe widows, chil- 
dren, aud orphausof preachers.

CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 

. Chattanooga has sei an example that other 
southern cities might follow. A num- 
ber of citizens have applied for a certificate 
incorporating the Chattanooga society for the 
prevention of cruelty to children and ani- 
mals. There is not a city in the south where 
a society for the prevention of crne!ty to 
children could not tind daily employment 
fora numberof agents. The negro women 
aud negro girls who are hired io take charge 
of children are almost invariably 
cruel, and when they are not d:2- 
liberately crue}, they are care- 
less, rough and brutal in their treatment; 
and the cruelest are often those in whom 
parents repose the greatest confidence. The

humble in the presence of her employers, but 
frequently she is worse than a savage when 
she getsout of sight with her little charges, 
Tue Constitution prinied a series of articles 
on this subject several years ago.

While it now 
‘conirels scores of colleges, it retains its influ- 
ence over the unlettered, Letus hope that 
it will never change in this respect, no mat- 
ter how strong in numbersor in wealth it 
may become... lis work on the frontiers of 
civilization wil! never be lost or forgot- 
ten, and now when the entire country 
enjoys the blessings of civilization, the church 
_ has an ample field for missionary work 
‘wherever squalet, dink and, ignorance ere 
found. In the sinms and the byways there 
is plenty of work for all Christian workers, 
and the ekuroh that . pegiecis the poor, that 
avoids the; haunts of poverty and sin, is a 
church that does not follow closely the teach- 
ings of the founder of all Christianity. The

_The ,cranky speculators across »the , water, 
who for nearly 4 score of years have been 
trying alternately to: blarney or bulldoze the 
United States into redeeming the Confederate 
ibonds, are now endeayoring to work‘a new 
dodge. A Mr. J. Barr Boberison, of London, 
has issued a handsome pamphlet of 
thirty-eight ‘pag, ‘in Which is elab- 
oratetely - set forth a specious 
and flimsy argument pretending to show the 

_ responsibility of the United States! f)r the 
\ payment of the “dollar bonds’ held by the 
Baropean creditors, which were, it) is ab 


eged, the only means of remit 


4 deed, this is something more than 
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position that, without considering | 
te legal or equitable claims of the confed 
erite bondholders, the factcannot be denied 
that there exists a perfectly sound and legit- 
imate claim against the United States and 
the individual states of the south. It is al- 
lezed that this peculiar claim, for some mys- 
terious reason, has never been presented. 
Mr. Robertson says that when the war broke 
out an extensive trade was being carried on 
between Europe and the southern states, and 
in the south large debts were due to Ku- 
ropeans, <A largeshare of this indebtedness 
was remitted to Europein the shape of dol- 
lar bonds, that being the only available 
means of remittance from the confederate 
states. The helders of these bonds 
with rare, and to us it seems 
incredible patience, waited because they were 
aware of the financial condition of the south, 
and because they felt confident that when the 
debts of the southern states were rearranged, 
the dollar bonds wouid be recognized and 
settled. The bondholders plant them- 
“selves upon the broad ground that 
they are the innocent holders of bonds 
issued by certain of the United S'ates of 
America: that these bonds were not issued to 
war of rebellion, out 
stand on a totally different footing, 
and belong to a class’ of claims 
arising out of the war for which the federal 


carry on the 


government is responsible. ; 

The most interesting feature in this remark- 
able pamphlet is the section devoted to the 
expressed by half a dozen 
eminent Eurcepean lawyers. These 
opinions, based, as they 
are upon an ex parte showing, are ludicrously 
wrong all the way through. In fact, the po- 
sition of the distinguished [uropein advo- 
cates is apparently based upon the idea ex- 
pressed by the compilerof the pamphlet, 
viz: “that the question of political expe- 
diency may now justly be held to be of 
supreme and paramount concern, and the 
original controversy between the north and 
south may. with aview tothe northern peo 
ple examining their own work and their own 
attitude inthe i ight of equity and political 
expediency, besummed up by saying that 
the north was not altogether right, and the 
south was not altogether wrong.”’ 

This is the lame and impotent conclusion 
of an argument which starts out with the 
assumption of just and legal claims. Such a 
scheme is not likely to meet with amoment’s 
serious consideration in our courts and legis 
latures,

THE WHISKY SUBSIDY SWINDLE. 

“Tt was hoped,” said a Washington dispatch 
the other day, “that the bonded whisky bill 
would be killed in the committee of ways 
and means, but this afternoon Mr. Blackburn 
was authorized to report it favorably to the 
house.”’ The bill reported ex‘ends the bonded 
period two years. The dispatch from which 
we have quoted further says that the oppo- 
nents of the bill made no special effort to 
rrevent the report, reserving their efforts for 
the time when the bill comes upin the house. 
The prediction is also made that the measure 
will meet with certain defeat in the house; 
that all the efforts of the Kentucky and Lili- 
nois statesmen wil! fail to carry it through. 
All this is very.probable, and yet the pos- 
sibility is the other way. The opponents of 
the bill have been claiming that a majority 
of the members of the ways and means com- 
mittee were opposed to it, nevertheless the 
ways and means committee have reported 
favorably upon it. lathe same way it may 
happen that a majority of the house of repre- 
sentatives, without any agreement or discus: 
sion in addition to that which they may have 
chanced to overhear in the lobby, will pro- 
ceed to take the adviceof the ways and means 
committee, and vote in favor of the bill. In- 
& possi- 


bility. 

It is to be observed, for instancs,that the ad- 
vocates of this iniquitous measure are nol 
engaged justi now inany attempt to meet the 
arguments that have been employed against 
it. Such a course is quite outside their pur- 
pose and desire. In fact,it would be ruinous. 
To discuss a proposition which involves the 
subsidizinga ring of whisky men by loaning 
them fortwo years seventy five million dol- 
lars that belong to the people is to expose the 
wholescheme. The only argument thatis 
necessary to employ against such 
an attempt at class legislation 
is to describe the nature of the 
attempt. This Tae Constitution has done 
upon several occasions, and the fact has been 
demonstrated that the advocates of the whis- 
ky subsidy swindle do not desire to publicly 
discuss the merits of their project, 

It is true the secretary of the Kentucky 
distillers’ association addressed us a letter on 
the subject, but that letter.as we were at 
some pains toshow, was inthe natureofa 
statement to the effect that the whisky 
makers were not sp2cially interested in the 
passage of the subsidy bill, consequently 
there was nosuch thing asa whisky ring. 
The distillers, Mr. Mutlett declared, had 
made the whisky now in bond to fill orders 
and they were not sufficiently interested in 
the matter to maintain a lobby at Washing- 
ton, 

We have ailuded to the proposition to ex- 
tend the bonded period two years as a subsidy 
swindle. The charge can be made good in few 
words. The tax (amounting in this instance 
to about seventy five million dollars) which 
the whisky men are begging congress to loan 
them for two years, is not paid by either the 
makers or the dealers. It comes out of the 
pockets of the consumers, and the pretense 
that it is a burden on the whisky men consti- 
tutes the swindle. The prospects of the dem- 
ocratie party are by no means bright, and they 
will not be materially brightened by this spe- 
cies of class legislation.

OCHILTREE’S RESOLUTIONS. 


A Talk With Dr. M. B. Wharton on the Return of 
the Lasker KResolutiona, 

Dr. M. B. Wharton, late United States minister to 
Germanuy, was asked yesterday what he thought of 
the Ochiltree resolutions that have been returned 
by Bismarck. Eaid he: 

‘I think they were ijl advised, and were adopted 
as a bait for the German vote. Perhaps a msjority 
of the members knew nothing of Lasker’s position 
at home, or they would not have voted for them,”’ 

‘‘What was his position’?’’ 

“He was a prom ivent leader of the party opposed 
lo Bismarck, and as a Member of the reicostag, or 
German house of representatives, entitled to avout 
asmuch consideration as a promineat member of 
the American house of representatives here. He 
caused Bismarck a great deal of trouble, though he 
was applauded by about one-half the German pao- 
ple. Hecaused Bismarck to visit the reichstag fre- 
quently, aud sometimes make speeches two or three 
hours, long in Opposition to Lasker’s policy and in 
support of his own.”’ 

‘“‘Are the Germans then divided ia their support 
of Bismarck?"’ 

“Decidedly so. Bismarck iireally unpopular at 
home. His peopleregard him the greatest diplo 
matin the world, but they thick his. internal pol- 
icy miserable. His affiliation wits the clerical 
party, anc his advocacy of the tobacco mo opoly, 
im aconntry where everybodysmokes, made him 
especialiy the subject of criticism.”’ 

“You thiak this che reason then that 
became so irate when the resolutions 
applauding his enemy?’ 

‘Yes, and in addition Bismarck hated Lisker for 
another reason, and that was because ho wes a 
Jew. The Germans are terribly prejudiced agaiusi 
the Jews, I wasin Germany when La:xker’s elec. 
tion, the last time came off. There was great ex 
Cliemenutead an anti-Jewish riotin Berlin whieh 
came near beingvery serious. But Lasxer was 
supported by mauxy protestants. He was the rep- 
resentative from my consular district, or at leasta 
part of it.’’ 

“Do you think Bismarck was right in returning 
the resulutions’’’ 

“No. There were two blunders—they ought rot 
to have been sent, and they ought not to have been 
returned, as it was an act of great di:courtesy to our 
government, and no harm was meant by their pas. 
sage to the German goverument.,’’ 

‘Do you think Bismarck wants war?’ 

‘He would like to have it under certain circum- 
Stauces. He doesnot like America because it is 
cepopulating Germany A member of the nechsiag 
said in a speech there that ‘‘the nighest aspiration 
ofa German wes to raise money enough to pay his 
way to the United States.’’

THE ATLANTA OF LONG 4GQO, 


Robert J. Tuggic on the First Setticrs and What 
Tame of them, 
From the Fairburn News-Letter. 

{ knew the forest where the city of Atizata now 
stands when there was not a building ne@rer than 
where Charner Humphries lived, at old Wiritehs 11, 
where West iad nowis The first building that 
was put up in the place wasa wooden structure 
called the State road shop, not far from where the 
carshed stauds, south about one hunared yards. 
When the building was put uo. the 
place was called Marthasvilie — named 
for Y daughter of ex Governor Wilson 
Lum kin. Tie next building pat up was a small 
grocery house (of course) aud a grocery kept in it 
byataay named Kile Thais was about the first of 
the year, 1842. No cars bad eyer ran there or from 
there atthat time, The firs: trip a car ever made 
on the state read was in the fail ofthat year. A 
party went fiom Decatur to Marthisville by private 
coaveyance, and went from there to Marietta toa 
ball at Kulbe's hovel. The couductor of that train 
was <Arme, one of the assistant evgineers 
nnder Garnett, the chief engineeraf the State road. 
ihe engive that curried the train, consisting of one 
passenger Car, Was uamed “Puthfinder,”’ ia honor 
ofa Cherokee Indiina that was moved off to his 
western home by the soldiers in 1838. The road Was 
crossties, string umbersaud flat barivon, There is 
ne doubt but tbat ibere care several horses in At- 
lanta now which could make quicker time toa 
bugzy han inattrain made. i wesliving in De- 
Caiuratthattime The passengers from tnat place 
were nearly ell youvg .eoplé, und they were de 
lighted with their trip—the lirst ride they had ever 
taken on a railroad. 

In the year }843 the Georgia railroad let out the 
construction of their road fiom Covington to the 
city of Marthasville. Ihe road was réady and 
trains began tou run from Augusta to tbe latter 
piace in September 1815. About that time! passed 
through the place, and the ratie aud clatter of the 
workman’s .ools Was heard in every direction— 
smali houses going upin severai places. Before 
this tine a mau oy the name of Willis Carlisle had 
asmalistore and soid the first goods ever sold in 
the place. His wife gave birth tothe first chiid 
ever born in the place—a girl. She grew up and 
married & nan named Withers, 

The next store was Collins & Loyd, brothers-in- 
law. Coljins was among the first men who died 
there. James Loyd, his partner, builtand was for 
a good many years proprietor of the old Washing- 
tou hall, near where the Markham house stands. 

Mauy men with small means, who came to the 
place, by industry and close attention to business 
did well. 

As I said, I passed through the place when the 
excitement Was running high; aud it was then I 
saw my first aud last tread mili sawing lumber, An 
old, blind gray nag was treading the big wheel. 
The man that was running that mill not lovg after- 
warcs putupa store, and I have bought goods 
frombim. He has siuce that been run fur govern- 
or of the state. 

The firet business house that was ever bumred in 
the place was thatofA. W. Wheat. The oid  citi- 
zens no doubt yet remember his sign, iu big ler 
ters, **Good as Wheat.’’ His house and gcods were 
insured in theSouthern Mutual, at Athens, but 
forsome Cause the company refused to pay his 
losses notil compelled by law to do so. 

The first murder committed there was that of 
Terrell, who killed McWilllams, both very young 
men. That was soon followed by Elijah Bird kill- 
ing his brother-in-law, Nathaniel G. Hillborn 
Bird was tricd and convicted at Decatur, but was 
perdored by ihe legislature. The vote in the sen- 
ute and tied. John D. siell, of Fayette. who was 
president of the senate, cast the deciding vote that 
set Bird free. 

About this time the Hon, Charles Murphy, in the 
senate from DeKalb, introduced and got pissed an 
ac; to change the name of Marthasyille to Atlanta. 
Things were going on then at a “rapid 
rate; there were 2 good wany business 
houses, and cotion and all kinds of 
produce found a ready market. I then knew most 
all the menio business ia Atlanta, Taere were a 
great many gambiers living there; many crime: 
were committed, and some murders, but I do not 
now remember all of them. There was 
ene noizv e case seon efter Fulton was created; 
that of Cobd, Crockett and Jones, who killed an old 
man from Alabams, named Landrum, for the pur- 
pose of robbery. Codb and Croctett were hauged, 
aud Jouessentto the penitentiary, Tuese are the 
only persous ever legally hanged in Atianta that lI 
remember. Choice, who kiled Webb, the consta- 
ble, was tried and convicted, but the iegistature of 
1859-60 pardoved him. I was 2 member these two

since tre war Malone. who kiiled Phillips, was 
convictedand would have been hung, but was too 
brave to letany one else be his execntioner and did 
the dead hinwelf, Toe crimes of murder in At- 
leyita. are so frequent that I have lostsight of them 
Whenan Alstou and Cox, ora Hill and Simmous 
tragedy occurs that startles everybody.

® WUilee Appears Kefere Sherman's Slander 
Cemmittee and Ta ke. 

Wasnincton, February 25.—In the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections this morn- 
ing Senator Snerman called attention toa 
paragraph in the Riclimond State tothe effect 
that the colored people congregated abont the 
room, but Sherman’s orders were stringent 
not to admit avy who could not show a sum- 
mons. Sherman said he wished to say what 
was apparent to all who had been present, that 
this statement was an error. The only in- 
structions were to admit the first comers, but 
only in such numbers as could. conveniently 
be accommodated in the room, Senator 
Vance rej ined thet Sherman’s statement was 
in ac20rdance with his understanding,and that 
the room had been uncomfortably full most 
of the time. Congressman John 8. Wise was 
the first witness He stated the issues of the 
Virginia campaign, beginning with that of 
i881, Thetrue issues were the public debt 
and the elemosynary institutions of the state 
The funder party sought to perpetuate the 
race issue. The readjusters would have been 
icols to have sought to er alive the race 
issue, depending, as they did, upon thecol- 
ored vote in part for success. He filed the 
Richmond Stave of June 16th, 18381, as a spec-

Witness—I allude to these matters with re- 
gret. Witness described the crimes which he 
sxid bad been committed in and about Dan- 
Ville He regarded the attempt of the demo- 
crats to attribute the state of excitement pre- 
ceding the riot to Sims's speech as a subter- 
fuge. The excitement was due wo the inflam- 
matory publications and efforts which he had 
described. 

Mr. Sherman asked if witness wished to say 
anything about the cause of the riots. 

The witness said that when he went to 
Danville, Mr. Jennings, a readjuster at heart, 
called on him and said he was a readjuster 
at heart, but had been waited upon by the 
democrats and threatened with ruin in his 
business if he did not withdraw. Jenoings 
was compelled to join the democrats. Wit- 
ness submitted the advertisements of the 
hardware dealers from whom the rioters of 
November 3d obiained their arms. In the 
advertisements guns, pistols and amunition 
was made toappear more prominent than 
anything else. 

Daring the cross-examination by Mr. 
Vance several sharp passages at arms occured. 
Wise said to Vance 

When I first knew you 30 years ago, you be- 
longed to the ‘‘know-nothing party,’ now 
you belong to the N. K. negro killing party. 

Vance reiterated—"*Wuen [ first knew you 
you were a secession démocrat, now you are 
ea 

Wise—Hardiy? I wasonly 9 years of age 
and could not have been much of a seces- 
sionist. 

Senato JVance—Ah well, when aman pleads 
tue ipiaucy act, igbave nothing more to say. 

A little later Wise said the attitudes of 
men had" changed. ‘You,’ to: Senator 
Vance, ‘come up «to teach us 
democracy and debt-paying when you 
had repodia'ted your own debts, and had 
never been a democrat.”’ 

Vance admitted haying been a knownoth- 
ing, bu: defended himseif as against the 
charge of ever being arepudiator. Toe man 
who said he had everadvocated repudiation, 
stuted that which was untrue. 

Wise hoped Governor Vance did not intend 
that to be an insult. 

Senator Vance said he did not, but wished 
merely to state facts, In reply to some asser- 
tions personal of himself, Wise disayowed 
any intention to be oifensively personal. 
Witness avowed his unalterable de:ermina- 
tion to continue the war upon the bourbon 
party. He admitted that the blacks were 
united in the proportion of about ninety per 
cent upon one side, waile the 
whites were nearly equally divided 
fair appeals by the whites to unite their own 
kind were jus:ified, but they had resorted to 
warlike and outrageous methods Witness 
knew nothing of the ostracism of colored 
democrats by their reaciuster race fellows. 
The Danville democrats had offered to pro- 
tect the colored democrat voters, but the 
offer was likened to that of a hawk to chick- 
ens, notto hunt them ifthey would come ont. 
Witness described tie operation of the poll 
tax law, which, he said was gotten upto de- 
fraud the colored men of their votes. 
He adinitited that qeadjuster speakers 
had been intemperate in their 
lapguage, but justified it as being in reply to 
bourbon abuse. He knew of po money be- 
ing sent from Wasbington to Virginia, nor 
did he know of any assessments being levied 
upon the ofiice holders during the last cam- 
paign. The facts of the Danville riot had 
been exaggerated, but its outcropping had 
not. It had been represented by the whites 
as a pegro uprising, and the whites had been 
appealed to to assist their fellows in danger 
with their votes. This had aided to secure a 
democratic victory. 

Ip reply to Mr. Sherman, witness said that 
the present legislature had taken steps to steal 
tne stete for all time by changing the election 
law. Fifteen reacjoster members of the leg- 
islature had been ejccted, and some of their 
successors had not even madeacontest. Wise 
said he did not advocate social intercourse 
between the races. No negro had ever pre- 
sumed to claim social privileges by reasoa of 
politicai affiliations with him. ‘The colored 
members of the legislature came to bis house 
to consult him, but they always came to his 
kitchen. He cid not suppose that Tilden ad- 
mitted to his harber the wharf rats and riff ratf 
of New York, who voted the democratic tick- 
et. Wise said there bad been no disturbance 
on election day in Virginia. He had failed 
to keep one of his appointments during the 
canvass, that at Mancnester, because of infor- 
mation that there would be trouble. Hewas 
willing todie, but Manchester would bethbe 
last place he would select to die in. He had 
no noubt there wouki nave been a very dis- 
graceful scene if he had gone. The demo- 
erats of that town had afterwards marched 
with transparencies, ‘It’s a wise man wh 
knows when to come to Manchester.”’

STRANGE SIGHTS IN AUSTRALIA. 


Some of the Strange Things to be ®een in Austrails 
—The Museum at Sidney. 
Moncure D. Conway in Philadelphia Times. 
Sipxey, February 16.—We have been wit- 
nessing strange phenomena in this region. 
The bluesun which shone upon us when we 
were voyaging between Honolulu and Auck- 
land seems to correspond with the green sun 
seen about the same time by voyagers on the 
Indian ocean. Eversince then, at near in- 
tervals, the extraordinary rose color afterglow 
has followed the sun sets. The sun sets in 
Australia are said to have been always splen- 
did, but the metereologists here have not 
hitherto observed these afterglows any more 
than the sea captains have observed blue and 
green suns. One nightat St. Kilda, which 
jooks westward over the sea, wesaw the af- 
terglow assume the exact form of an aurora, 
with shootingand pulsating columns of pjnk 
light. ‘There is littledoubt here that these 
henomena are connected with that tremen- 
ous volcanic convulsions in Java which 
sank a range of mountains sixty miles long. 
A stranger to this region might easily be per- 
suaded that the sun sets are normal, soabnor- 
mat seem some of the ordinary phenomena. 
The moon is seen S80 clearty that every mark 
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steliations \s very impressive and €ven one. 
not much given to star gezing is likely to 
discover thet he hed grown more familisr 
than he bad supposed with the heavens tn- 
der which he was born. Toe Australian 
earth, too, prevents a strange appearance, 
Between Melbourne and Sidney one travels 
nearly a dav arnid gum trees, whore trunks, 
accerding to one’s mood, way appear Si.very 
or blanched in death Many of them are in- 
deed dead, girdled by the farmers. The bush 
has a desolate look. Inthe gray morcing @ 
large ‘‘native bear’’ was seen ciasping 4 tele- 
graph pole as our train passed. Knowing the 
passion of bears for honey I believed it was a 
cub delnded by the humming noises into the 
belief thata swarm of bees was near. My 
theory was sorn tpset by discovering that the 
“native bear’ isno bearat all, bata mer. 
su pal (Keals); however, it loves fruit and 
possibly honey. This anima! bas only a 
rudimentary tail; its thumband second fin- 
ger are opposed toits other fingers, and the 
innermgst toe is opposable like a thumb. 
WHATS IN A NaMB? 

This way the Australians have of calling 
things by inappropriate namesis ineonven- 
ient. Their “bear” is no bear, their ‘“‘whit- 
ing’ (fish) is no whiting, their 
“cherry” is no cherry, their ‘flying 
fox” only a big bas. It used to be 
proverbi-liy reported that ‘Australia isa 
piece where the ovsters grow on trees, the 
fences sre made of mahogany and cherries 
grow with their stones outside.’”’ There is no 
real mahogany inthe country, so,far as I can 
learn, except it has been imported ; the 
called cherry isa kiad of cypress and 
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harbor oysters covering everything ciose to 
the water, iscluding eccasionally the roots 
and fallen tranks of trees. (Miserable little 
bits of oysters, of which it would take a dozen 
to fill atablespoon.). More wonderful is the 
little “hand fish,’’ which climbs up on the 
beach and ;rops itself on its fin hands and 
looks at one pertly asa sparrow. Toe *'Tas 
manian ‘devil’ isa good deal ofa bum bug, 
too. t Auckland I heard bim described as 
fierce, untamabie, dangerous; at Sydney (his 
bones only are found in New South Wales) he 
was fierce, but not often met with in Tasma- 
nia: at Melbourne he sankto‘an ugly Jittle 
beast: in Tasmania it is discovered that the 
poor little nocturnal creature is rare and 
timid. There is onecreature of whose alleg: 
ed habits [ bad heard with some skepticism— 
the ground parrot of New Zealand. On in- 
quiry I heard the worst reports about it con- 
firmed. This parrot buildsit nest on the 
ground and since the introduction of sheep, 
has been building it chiefly of wool. To ob- 
tain this it perches on the sheep’s back. For 
some time the worst that was feared trom this 
parrot was such small thefts of the golden 
tleece. but for some years now it has taken to 
tearing through the sheep’s back and drag- 
ging out its liver, which it devours. It has 
become a pest in New Zealand since this 
rapid evolution in English civilization. It is 
a large parrot butI donot think it pretty; 
its breast is the color of iron rust. 
A QUEES CATERPILLAR. 

The queerest thing I have seen out here is 
the so called ‘‘bulrush caterpillar’ or “‘vege- 
table caterpillar.”’ gfhis also is tound in New 
Zealand, where the natives name it ‘'Aweto 
Hotete,”’ but I have two specimens found in 
Tasmania. The plant isa fungus, a spberia, 
which grows seven or eight inches above the 
ground, generally in a singlestem, round and 
curving at the end like a serpent. This end 
is thickly covered with brown seed for some 
three inches. It grows mear the root of a 
particular tree, the “rata.” When pulled up 
its single root isfound to comsist of a large 
caterpillar three inches long, which, when 
dissected is found to be solid wood. Every 
detail of this grub is preserved. The sphiria 
always grows outo{the nape ofits neck, It 
is supposed that when this grub (thatof a 
large moth) burrows inthe ground, one of 
the seeds gets between the scales of the neck, 
strikes root and completely turns the interior 
of the creature into its own substance. Only 
the shell is left intact, mo smallest rootiet ap- 
pearipganywhere. The aboriginies also eat 
this pure white grub. anda friend tells me 
thattaken raw, it is delicious. The New 
Zealanders also buro the; caterpillar root and 
rubit into their tattoo» wounds. A good 
many white people it is said, believeg the 
plant actually develogs ‘the caterpillar (form 
aud if this be true, we cannot laugh mach at 
those who believed in the vegefabie Scythian 
Lamb and the Mandrake man, of which spec- 
imens are preserved in the Surgeons museum 
at London. The multiplication of rats in 
these far off towns (they are not found in the 
bash, though miceswarm there) is sach as to 
inciine one to Mr. Walter Basant’s belief in 
Whittington’s cat. Any sensible islender 
would pay much to be ridof such pests, | 
was unwise enough to bring a wicker trank, 
and on the Pacitic steamer the rats entered it 
and devoured the nice, soft part of my boots. 
With their usual daintiness they preferred 
patent leather. In Hobart | was at a Sunday 
supper in a geptiemau’s house, when sudden- 
ly the ladies began to climb on their chairs.in 
an astonishing way andthe youngmen to 
rush abont with poker and tongs. They had 
not thought it necessary toexplain that a rat 
had entered the room, which wasinthe sec 
ond story. It was not aa uncommon occur 
rence and a gentleman present said it was one 
of his amusements to shoot ratsin his bath 
room with apistol. 

AUSTRALIAN FOREST TREES. 

Each of the Australian cities bas a noble 
botanical garden, of which the traveller from 
the northern world never wearies; almost the 
only novelty he finds isin walking amid the 
great fern trees and the wondrous flowering 
trees which he has seen, if at all, only in con- 
servatories. Too many ofthe private parks 
and gardens suggest that the landscape artist 
is abroad, but now and then oue finds a little 
paradise. One of these belongs to Mr. Walker 
and slopes down gently into the Paramatta, I 
passed part ofa beautiful day there, walking 
amid the orangeand other trees. Along one 
side of the grounds isan avenue fof ‘‘chalks’’ 
(as the name was spelt to me). Whatever may 
have been the original name it has been lost 
under the absurd ‘‘she-oak’’—which may. be 
regarded as the ne plus ultra of the foolish 
Australian habit of Angiicising everything 
This exquisite tree (casuarina guadrivalvis) 
should be rescued from such a wretched epi- 
thet; especially as it has not the least resem- 
blance to any oak. ‘The general effect of an ! 
avenue of the casuarina issomewhat like that 
of an avenue of larches, but the feathery foli- 
ace ofthe former is finer. It is a natural 
ASolion harp, even when no breath of wind 
seemed stirring elsewhere I heard in this 
avenue a soft murmur, rising and falling with 
a soothing, sympathetic sound, thatsuggested 
a hammock and dreams off land whe.eit is 
alwaysafierndon. J] remembered, as I! lis- 
tened, how Emerson used to love the singing 
of soft winds through his firs and pines; (but 
also his belief that a high civilization cannot 
existin the habitat of the banana). The 
casuarina whispred thatin nature's house 
there are many mansions, and perbaps the 
banana eaters and lotus eaters may develop a 
civilization of their own that shall not be 
without beauty. 

THE LAUGHING JACKASS, 

But hark! Angels and snakes, what is 
that? “The langhing jackass!’ For once I 
admire an Australian descriptive name. This 
merry bird, beginning with a quasintly bu- 
man ha! he! ha! gradually rises toa regular 
hee-haw, as ifit had need to holdits sides 
and inhale quick breaths in sheer inability to 
arrest its inextinguishable mirth. It charac- 
ter asthe “Laughing Philosopher’ of the 
Australian woods is borne out by its appear- 
ence. Itseemsakind of burly kingfisher, 
dressed in white and brown, with glightly 
crested head, and a remarkably bright, pene- 
trating eye. itis never killed, not in Victo- 
ria Decause its skill in destroying snakes has 
caused a fine to protect ii, and not in other 
colonies because of friendly feeling towards 
it. In the bush it is called the ~‘Settler’s 
Clock,” because it always sings at sunrise and 
sunse!. But it also sings at other times and

What music wou!d thislittle creature's note 
have been to the explering party which has 
just perished, all save one, in the mysterious 
bush! Beyond certain lines and limits nature 
in Australia is cruel and remorseless, and one 
can hardly wonder that the children of her 
creation believed only in evil powers. I have 
before me the story of “Pretty Dick,” by 
Marcus Ciarke—story of a little boy lost inthe 
bush—in which thesterne: featuresof Austra 
lian scenery are powerfully portrayed. ‘Lost! 
But be put the feeling awuy bravely, and 
swallowed downalump in his throat and 
wenton again. The cattle track widened 
out and in alittle time he found himself on 
a jutting peak, with the whole panorama of 
the bush at his feet.

Sherif Ammons Hequests the Arrest of a Negre 
Becosuse Me tas the Right Name. 

Several months ago a negro man named 
Dave brown was sent to Fulton county chain- 
gang forlarceny. A short time previous to 
tbe expiration of Brewn’s sentence, Sheriff 
Ammons, of Walton county, wrote to 
Sherif Perkerson, asking bim whether 
or not K5rown’s term had = expired, 
sand requesting bim in event it bad not, 
to detain Brown, es he was wanted in Walton 
county. Of course there isa brotherly feel- 
ing among the sheriffs and with an eve single 
to Sneriff Ammons’s request Sheriff Perker- 
con made a note of the aate of the expiration 
of Brown's term, and when that date arrived 
Shberill Perkerson was stthe convict camp, 
ready to rearrest the darkey, which he did. 

Brown was again given a cell in the Fulton 
county jail, notwitnostanding the fact 
that he strenuously deciared him- 
seif the ‘‘wrong man.’’ Immediately 
after leoking Brown up Sheriff Perkerson 
wrote to Sheriff Ammons telling him that he 
bad Brown safe. Sveriff Amnions replied at 
once requesting Sheriff. Perkerson io hold 
Brow at all hazard This wassome two orthree 
weeksago. brown managed to press his time 
plessantiy conversipg with the DeFoor mur- 
derers, and a few days ago when he was told 
to come forth be slipped out with asmile on 
his face. He was then securely bandcutied 
and taken to the union passenger depot where 
be was to be turned over to Sneriff Ammons, 
At the depot Sheriff Ammons met the 
Ful‘on c flicer and his prisoner, 
With the first he shook hands 
cordially and expressed great pleasure at re 
covering the men he wanted, but when the 
sheriff turned his eyes upon Brown his coun-

Dan Pitchford te be ttunied up Before the Kecorde, 
fer Displaying -ertain Engravinge. 

The distinction between high art and im- 
moral pictures, as far as Atlanta is concern- 
ed, will be established by Judge Anderson in 
the police court to-morrow morning. 

lt will be remembered that several days ago 
Mr. Dan Pitchford the Whitehall street picture 
deaier, placed in hie show windows three en- 
gravipgs which he deciared were high art, 
but which the police department asserted 
were immoral pictures. One was ‘Lady 
Godiva,” another ‘‘St. Anthoney’s Iempta- 
tion’’ and the third the “Twinn Stars,”’ 
Kach picture represented a historical event, 
and as the characters were females with 
scanty apparel, this proved a_ great 
attraction. Among those. who were 
attracted was acting Captain Rupp and the 
police force who informed Mr. Pitchford that 
ihe pictures would bave to be removed from 
his windows. Beinga law abiding citizen, 
Mr. Pitchford }ook the pictures down, but 
Wien Jug ConstITUTION printed an account 
of the matter, topetier with a pen portrait of 
the pictures, the next morning Mr. Pitch- 
jord’s store Was tLromged withe ladies and 
gentiemen who expressed a desire to see the 
sometbing that haa offended an Atlanta po- 
liceman. 
Mr. Pitchford took the 
from his counter and placed 
them on brackets in his store. Here they 
bave since reawiced and have been seen by 
hundreds of people. 

Tie frames were placed inside the store 
and nearone of the show windows, from 
which everything has been removed so that 
as cooda view can be obtained from the 
Street as though the pictures were in the 
window. This appeared to the police as 
though Mr. Pi:cnford was “whipping the 
devii around the stump,’ and 
roma afternoon Acting Captain 

pp entered Mr. Pitchford’s store and 
handed him a subpe@na directing him to 
*ppear before the recorder and answer to the 
Charge of violating section 435 of the city 
code, Mr. Pitchford at once signified his 
Willingness to comply with the demand, and 
subsequentiy employed Mr. Emory Speer to 
represent him. Mr. Speer will ask that the 
case be continued until to-morrow morning, 
and willfightitstubbornly. Last night Mr. 
Pitchford said to a Constirvrion reporter:

HELP FOR THE NEEDY. 


What the Woman’s Industrial Uaioe Did at the Meet- 
ing Veaterday Alficrnoon,. 

The meeting of the Woman’s industrial 
union, called Monday, February 25th, at the 
Y. M. C. A. hall, for the purpose of electing 
officers, was called to order at 4 p. m., by the 
chairman, Miss Laura A. Haygood. The 
minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and approved. For the benefit of the ladies 
who were not present at the former meetings 
the chairman stated to the society what the 
objects of the society were, andin what man- 
ner it was trying to accomplish them. She 
said, in  owrief, that it was their 
intention to teach poor, deserving 
girls how to sew, cook, etc., 
and at the same time to pay them such wages 
as wouid enubie them to live while learning. 
That there were many poor girls in Atlanta 
who work in factories and shups and only earn 
15 or 20 cents per uay, whereas, if they could 
spare (ime from their work ‘0 learn sewing 
or cooking they wouid be able to earn 5) or 
75 cents per dey with really less work. Sbe 
aiso explained the importent points of the 
report of the committee on constitution and 
by-laws, presented at the last meeting of the 
society. After this.-the names of new mem- 
bers were taken by the secretary. 

The committee on nomination then retired 
to prepure their report. Daring their absence 
Mrs. F C. Mation read ao interesting account 
of the North End industrial school in Buston. 
The pominaiing commiitee then presented 
the following report: 

President. Miss L A. Haygood; vice-presi- 
dent, Mrs. F. C. Mallon; treusurer, Mis K 
A. Anderson; secretary, Mrs. W. L Peei;

The KRemalns of a Cenfederate Soldier Found tn Fiat 
Shoals Road. 

The remains of a confederate soldier are 
now at Mr. J. H. Calhoun’s residence, about 
two miles from the carshed, on the new Fiat 
Shoals road, awaiting an interment by the 
Ladies’ memorial association. 

About noon, day before yesterday, Mr 
Thomas Churchill and a companion were 
walking along the road near the McPaoer-on 
monument, when Mr. Churchill saw eome- 
thing protruding from the surface of the 
road, which be thought wasagourd. Calling 
his companion’s attention toit, Mr Churchill 
attempted to kick the object our. Failing in 
this, he stooped down and, with his fingers, 
accomplished what his feet could not do. 
Bat when it was removed it proved to be part 
of a buman skull. This astonished the 
two gentlemen, and a further inves- 
tigation was made which disclosed the entire 
skull. Mr. Churchill then went to Mr Cal- 
boun’s house, which was about one bun¢red 
yards off, and produci.ga pick returned to 
the spot and began digging diligentiy, The 
result of bis labors was the tindingofan entire 
skeleton. The course of the grave in which 
the body had been laid was easily detected, 
and the dirt was all removed before the bones 
were disturbed. When the dirt had 
been thrown off the bones showed the 
position of the body. It had 
been laid flat upon the back. 
Tbe bands rested by the side and the feet 
were crossed indica:ing that the burial hada 
been a hurried one. No portion of the uni- 
form eou!d be found, ueither had any brass but 
tons stoed the battle with rust. Parts of the 
shoes, however, remained as a's? did the shirt 
buttons. The shoes were the heavy brogan- 
pattern used by the confederaie troops aur- 
ing the last years of the war, woile the bat- 
tons were quickly recognized as the confed- 
erate “rice bution.’’ While the bones were 
being removed a minnie ball fell from what 
had once been the man’s chest, and this 1s 
supposed to have been the missile which pro- 
duced death. It wasremoved with the body. 
Afier the bones had all been exhumed they 
were laid tegcther, and yesterday morning 
Coroner Hilburn viewed them. The coroner 
had been a confederate soldier himself, and 
recognized the shoes and buttons as confed- 
erate goods. He caused the bones to be ta- 
ken to Mr. Calhong's house, where they will 
be kept until the Ladies’ Memorial associa- 
tion sees fit to have them buried. 

At the point where the grave was &@ new 
road hasrecently been opened, and in making 
the road the women removed nearly ail the 
dirt, leaving the dead soldier's covering 80 
thin that the bones were brought to view.

TWO DEEDS 10 FIFTEEN ACRES 
OF CITY LAND. 


A Big Sensation in Real Estate Circles Caus'd by the 
Discovery of Two Deeds to Fifteen Acres of 
Land on the Boulevard—Which is the 
Genuine and Which isthe Fraud. 


A highly sensation! suit, involving the 
right to about fifteen acres of very valuable 
land on the Boulevaid, has jast been stirred 
up and promises to make interesting proceed- 
ings in the courts. Priorto the war James 
Blackman, a highly honored citizen of At- 
lanta, owned a lot of land near Angier's 
spring, known as land lot47. This property 
extended all around this side of Pounce de 
Leon and Angier’s spring, and as far up 
as what is now known as the 
boulevard. Before the war this property was 
not very valuable, and transfers were for 
small amounts in comparison with what the 


land is now worth.

Wood 
sold the p Operty on the 2Zlst of Nuvemober, 
1861,to E R Sasseen, and the deed was re 
corded December 6 h, 1562, in book F, prge 
6o3. Sasseen transferred the propery 
t) Charies W. pill, May 26.h, 
LL&L, and it &ppears that for 
suiwe reason both these deeds were record- 
ed on te sameauy, namely, December 6 bh, 
1862, ibe latier being ou pug- G8Lof book F. 
Dil solid the property to V. K. Stevenson 
December 4th, 1862, and on the 10th of D- 
vember, J8G2, it was recorded in book I, 
Puese three record books bave all been sto eu, 
but the deeds are in possession of the present 
hoiders of the jand under the original deed 
Sevensou isnowa New York wililonaire. 
On the 18thof September, 1865, Stevenson 
suld the property to fuomas EW uitaker, 
and on the I1%&h of September, 1560, 
the deed was recorded in bovk G 
Whitaker sold the proper'y to Mortou Fouche 
on the 10ta of May, 1864, andthe deed was 
recorded on the 1l2ch of the same month in 
buvk H, page 193. Fouche trassferred it to 
bis wifey, Mrs. A. P. Fouche, on June 9 h, 
1864, and the deed was recorded Juce 10ch, 
i864 on book H., page 239. Most of these 
‘rausfers were for coulederate money. Mrs. 
Fouche bas paid taxes on the property tor 
twenty years and has neither sold nor built 
on any ot it, 

A SECOND DEED BY BLACKMAN. 

All the abuve procreuings wuuld not arouse 
any special interest were 1t not for the subse- 
quent developments, which may be recited as 


On the 13:h of December, 1881, old man 
Biackburn, who, it is said, haa claimed the 
property, and paid taxes on it along wito his 
other real estate, made a deed to it to hisson, 
and that deed was recorded in book J J., page 
340, soon after the old man died. 
Young Blackman , svldjthe property to 
Speairs & Simmons on February 3u, 1882, and 
the deed was recorded ln DVOK 
Be ee ee ee ee. 
Speairs & Simmons suid it to Jerome 
Simmons, the jusior memberet the firm, and 
he in turn sold it to a syndicate composed of 
Mr. Sam Inman, Dr. W. C. Smita and young 
Mr. McBurney. 

The deeds being du'y recorded, the books 
in the clerk’s cflice snowed the reguiar 
records of two sets uf titles to the same piece 
of property. The strangest partof the story 
is that this fact. should bave been entirely 
overlooked by the able iawyers whosearca for 
flawsin tiiles to land. Theland is now quite 
valuable, the fif een acres being wurth nox less 
than ten thousand dollars, with a fair 
prospect of a continued rise. A portion of 
15 is as level as a floor and it basa good front- 
age on the Boulevard. It is said that the 
reason the iawyers failed to detect the doubie 
ti les was on account of changes 1a the names 
of the streeisin the locality of the ijand. 
The lot was clear out of the city when the 
first deeds were made, and a descrip'iva 
given then would be of very ltile service 
now ip locating the property. Toe names of 
wil the streets then iu existence have been 
changed, and the property it gay be said has 
lust its identity. 

THE SUBSEQUENT PROCEEDINGS 

Mrs. Foucue, wuu bas neida veed to the 
property fur twenty years, lives in Cauton, 
Miss Her husband is « raijroader, but she is 
a woman of vreat executive ability aud ‘‘car- 
ries tue keys.”’ They are in god circum- 
stances and have heid the property fur a rise, 
not knuowiug that it was claimed by other 
parties. Three or four months ayo Mrs 
Fuuche heard that the property was Claimed 
by otber parties, and she at ouce came to 
Atlanta to investigaie the matter. Hercon 
sternaiion can be better imagined 
than described as she came Lo 
a realigation of the truce state of 
affairs. Sune at ounce consulted Messrs. My- 
natt Howell and took steps to get her 
rights, The issue was sq@arely made by the 
syndicate who immediately fencedin the 
property. Mrs, Fouche has now filed an 
ejectment suit, auda day or two ago the de: 
fendants wereserved They have not yet 
announced their defense but their interests 
arein the hands of Mess’s. Newman and 
Gray and Mr. Emory Speer. Both sides are 
confident anda lively legal tustie may be 
looked for. It will create an interesting siate 
of affairs no matter which way it is decided 
Every purchaser has had a warantee Litleand 
when the court beginsto kick backward 
every one who has sold it wil 
have ta stand == from under, Mr. 
Stevenson is very rich and a real estate dealer 
remarked yesterday tbat he would be likely 
to wrestle awhile before he lostanything. Ail 
the other parties are equally interested in 
the suit and each side will vigorously push 
their claims. 

WHAT THE DEFENSE IS. 

The defense of the last wiil is calculated to 
strikethe jury with at least a mystifying 
force. It is claimed that the first deed is not 
in existence and cannot be found and that it 
was a forgery. It is said that Joseph B. Wood, 
to whom it was made—a son-in-law of Black- 
man-—was a man of uncertein ways in deal 
ing with the estate. Tne defense of 
the last will wili lay down the broad 
proposition that the willof 1861 wasa forgery, 
and to strengtben their course will cite the 
fact that the property has been allowed to 
remain untouched for twenty vears, untilthe 
death of the old man Backman, which oc- 
curred a yearorsoago. They claim that as 
soon as the old man died, the alleged owners 
eome up and want to take possession. They 
maintain also that the old man steadily 
claimed the property, and never made any 
reference to the sa'e showa by the first dered 
They hold that Wood forged the deed and 
claim that they caa make it plain to the jury 
that such is true, 

The son to whom the second deed was made 
is living, and is a young man who stands 
wellamopg those who knew him. Some ol 
the best men of the ci'y appear as witnesses 
to the early deeds among them the Hon.Wm. 
Markham, Judge A. W. Han.mond, Mr, 
Thomas W. J. Hiil, Judge Wiiliam Batt, 
Mr. Pat Owens and others. It is clear that 
the suit will be one of the most interesting 
ever tried in an Atlanta court,
